Army Board Probes Beath

Carlisle. Pa., May 9 (AP)—Col. A. 
L. Parsons said today 
a military 
board had been appointed to inquire 
into the death 
of a 
25-year-old 
military prisoner who was shot by 
a guard while attem pting to escape 
from the Carlisle m ilitary barracks 
The colonel added, however, that 
the guard who shot the prisoner 
yesterday had “acted entirely w ith­ 
in the line of duty." 
'Hie soldier 
killed, Wilfred Silverman, of Erie, 
had been cutting grass with 
two 
other prisoners, Parsons said, when 
he suddenly made a bfeak for free­ 
dom. 
Silverman failed 
to stop when 
commanded, 
the 
executive officer 
said, and disregarded 
a 
warning 
shot over his head, with the result 
the guard fired a second time, fa­ 
tally wounding him. 
He died an 
hour later in the post hospital. 
Colonel Parsons said Silverman 
had left the 15th Infantry Regiment 
at Port Lewis. W ashington, without 
leave last February 17 and had been 
sentenced to two m onths after he 
turned himself in here last April 
I. Tile nam e of the guard who shot 
him was withheld.

28TH DIVISION TO 


TRAIN THIS FALL 


IN CAROLINAS 


National Guard Unit 
To Be Part of First 
Army 


I Bv the Associated Press] 
Indiantown Gap, Pa., 
May 9 — 
Pennsylvania’s 28th Federalized Na­ 
tional 
Guard 
division in training 
here will take part in the Army’s 
vast war games in the south this 
fall. 
The 28th Division us a unit of the 
First Army which is scheduled to 
maneuver with the Third Army from 
the southwest in the area between 
Fort Jackson. South Carolina, and 
Fort Bragg. North Carolina, during 
October and November. 
The games in the Carolinas will 
be a phase of maneuvers which the 
War D epartm ent announced would 
probably be the most extensive in 
history- 
More than 550.000 troops 
will participate. 
O ther troops of the First Army 
from New Jersey, Delaware, New 
York and New’ England will join 
Pennsylvanians in the 
maneuver, 
the Eighth. Ninth, 28th and 29th 
Divisions combining with the 30th 
and 44th (National Guard troops) if 
the latter are still in federal serv­ 
ice. 
Lead to Louisiana Tactics 
The war games in the Carolinas 
will be preceded by maneuvers in 
California in May and increasingly 
larger operations during summer, 
building up to a huge tactical op­ 
eration In Louisiana in September 
under direction of General George 
C. Marshall, chief of staff. 
In the Carolinas maneuver, as in 
the others, armored divisions, Hie 
general 
headquarters 
air 
force, 
parachute troops and hundreds of 
civilian airplane spotters will p ar­ 
ticipate. 
Maneuvers within the ranks of the 
28th Division are being intensified, 
a spokesman here said, with "the 
idea of giving a good accounting of 
ourselves against other outfits when 
tile big doings come off in the fall.” 
The 28th now has a strength of 
about 13.000 men and officers, al­ 
most all of them former Pennsyl­ 
vania Guardsmen, but' by summer's 
end the command expects the di­ 
vision 
to 
reach 
full 
war-time 
strength of about 20,000 men. 
Draftees to Arrive 
Draftees will start filtering into 
tile division’s ranks soon to raise the 
total.

The division winds up training by 
companies this week and on Mon­ 
day embarks on two weeks of b attal­ 
ion 
maneuvers. 
Regimental 
m a­ 
neuvers th a t follow will conclude the 
13-week basic training course. 
There are three infantry com­ 
panies in a battalion and three bat­ 
talions in a regiment, and the m a­ 
neuvers starting next week are in ­ 
tended to train tile officers and men 
to coordinate tile 
movements 
of 
their units witli operations of other 
outfits.

biggest R.A.F. smash of the w a r - 
dumped “tens of thousands” of fire­ 
bombs and “hundreds of tons” of 
high explosives on Hamburg and 
Bremen and also attacked Berlin 
overnight, the British said tod&y. 
In their far-ranging expedition, 
R A T . warplanes flew as far as 
Posen, Poland. 


Adolph Hitter’s Luftwaffe again 
violently assaulted English cities and 
sea battles were reported in both 
the M editerranean and the* Indian 
Ocean. 


The Germans said 
the British 
“tran sit port” of Hull, possibly a 
port of entry for American war 
supplies, was subjected to a m ajor 
attack and th a t this m orning the 
entire city (population 350,000) was 
shrouded in flame-tinged smoke. 
R eturning nazi pilous declared the 
red glow of Hull s myriad fires could 
be seen 70 miles away. 
It was the eighth straight night of 
stepped-up nazi attack on the island 
kingdom. 
Twelve Germ an raiders were re­ 
ported shot down, while the British 
acknowledged IO R.A.F planes lost 
in the sweep over Germ any and 
another by day yesterday.

And Crop Report 


The week ending on May 6 was 
warm and dry. 
Nights were 
cool 
and frost was reported from m any 
stations on the 3rd and 4th. 
This 
was the fifth successive 
week, in 
which tem peratures averaged above 
normal. 
Averages ranged from 55 
degrees in tile Plateau section to 60 
degrees in the Southeast, with the 
Lake Erie and M ountain 
sections 
averaging 56 degrees and th e South­ 
west. 
58 degrees 
Average for the 
State was 57 degrees, about 3 de­ 
grees above normal, 
Highest tem - 
lierature was 87 degrees, recorded at 
a num ber of stations on April 30, 
Lowest was 21 degrees reported by 
Kane, M cKean county on May 3. 
Precipitation, far below normal, 
averaged only .01 inch for the sta­ 
tions reporting, was scattered over 
the State, but the only reports of 
m easurable am ounts came from the 
eastern third. Normal for the week 
is .82 inch. Less than one-third of 
the stations reported any precipi­ 
tation and only half of those re­ 
ported m easurable quantities 
Only 
in the M ountain and southeastern 
.sections was the average more than 
a trace of normal. 
W eather during the week favored 
farm work except plowing which is 
almost impossible on account of the 
dry condition of the ground. 
Ac­ 
cum ulated deficiency in precipita­ 
tion since January I is 
now 
well 
over 4 inches. 
Vegetation, though 
now well advanced, promises to be 
brought to a standstill, unless rains 
come soon. W ater is low and for­ 
est 
fires 
numerous. 
Farm 
im ­ 
plem ent 
m anufacturers have been 
asked by the Government to 
ad ­ 
here to their present prices. Farm ­ 
ers in some localities are a bit dis­ 
couraged by the agricultural situa­ 
tion. 
W inter grains, in fair 
to 
good 
condition and now tail enough to 
ware, are urgently in need of rain. 
Some wheat which 
was 
winter­ 
killed has been reseeded to oats, but 
abandonm ent is light, There is still 
some com ground to plow, but the 
crop is mostly planted southeast of 
the M ountains. O ats seeding is now 
well advanced in the northern coun­ 
ties with some up to good color and 
some not germ inating on account 
of lack of moisture. Spring wheat 
and spring barley are fair. 
Potato planting continues, 
with 
the crop all in in some southeastern 
localities and some fields 
already 
showing a good stand. Much plow­ 
ing of tobacco ground is still to do 
but this 
work is not 
yet 
urgent. 
Plants are doing well. Meadows and 
pastures though retarded are gen­ 
erally In fair to good condition, but 
for the first tim e this season scat­ 
tered reports of “poor” for pasture 
on account of dryness have been re­ 
ceived. 
New seedings are most a f­ 
fected, and short first cuttings of 
hay are expected.
